The IB candidates learned not 
only the extensive curriculum they 
were taught, but they were forced 
to learna few on their own suchas 
the valuable skill of time manage- 
ment. They learned to accept life 
one day at a time, one paper at a 
time, and one test atatime. The IB 
students combined intelligence, 
skill, and determination to acceler- 
ate themselves to the limits. They 
have moved themselves to the top 
of the class, the top of the school, 
as they continue on their quests, 
the top of the world.

“Stepping” Into The Future 


JROTC stood for Navy 

Junior Reserve Officers 

Training Corps. This was 
a type of in-school military that 
helped students achieve a feel of 
what Navy life would be like. [fone 
decided to go into the military, he 
would be allowed to enter the Navy 
as an E-3 rather than an E-1 (E 
meaning Enlisted). Being in ROTC 
gave astudent eligibility to obtain 
scholarships for up to five thou- 
sand dollars. 

NJROTC also helped to teach 
self-discipline, and gave students 
a brighter vision of their future. If 
astudent could not afford college, 
the military would provide them 
with the opportunity to attend 
college in return for at least four 
years of service. Not only did the 
military provide money for col- 
lege, but they assisted with accep- 
tance as well. 

NJROTC taught discipline, co- 
ordination, and respect for one- 
self as well as one’s country.

The game, 
called ninepins, was played out- 
doors with nine pins. By the 
middle of the 1800s, popular in- 
terest had led to widespread gam- 
bling, and laws were passed mak- 
ing ninepins illegal. These laws 
were evaded by adding a 10th pin. 

Bowling was an indoor sport, 
popular all-year around. It was 
played on a level wooden lane 
made of smoothed, polished maple 
and pine boards set on end. The 
lane, flanked by gutters, measured 
62 feet, 10 3/16 inches long and 
42 inches wide. Ten bottle-shaped 
pins made a triangular formation 
at the far end of the lane. 

The American Bowling Con- 
gress, orthe ABC, was established 
in 1895 to standardize the rules of 
bowling. Every year they have 
sponsored a national bowling tour-

The Women’s Interna- 
tional Bowling Congress, or the 
WIBC, was established in 1916. 
It was their job to standardize the 
rules for the womens’ games.

The 
object of the game was to knock 
down as many pins as possible.

the password that was used to 
gain access. The school was held 
responsible and the student, if 
caught, faced expulsion. Students 
were not able to download files 
that provided movie and video 
previews because the process was 
so lengthy. Administrators pre- 
dicted that by the year 1999, the 
school would have one computer 
for every five students. 

The library may have pro- 
gressed as far as technology was 
concerned, but the good old fash- 
ioned books were still available. 
Students and teachers took ad- 
vantage of lunch breaks, study 
halls, and planning periods to 
catch up on projects and some- 
times just to sit and relax witha 
good book. 

The library was also a meeting 
place for clubs. SADD held its 
inductions in the library and the 
National Honor Society met 
weekly inthe library as well. Tutor- 
ing sessions, testing, research, 
and computer access were just a 
few of the benefits that the library 
held. 

Over the course of high school, 
almost every student faced the 
dreaded “library fines.” These 
cumbersome and often expensive 
dues were not to be taken lightly. 
Students with overdue books 
faced the possibility of not being 
able to take exams and possibly 
not graduating. From 10 cents to 
40 dollars, these fees were not 
welcome on any academic record.

The 1998 WARWICK, amember of the Virginia High School 
League, was printed by the Josten’s Publishing Company out of 
the Winston-Salem Plant in North Carolina. Five hundred copies 
were printed at an estimated cost of $23,000. The cover was 
maroon in color with leather grain, hand rubbed with a gold 
metallic medallion of the seal. “Looking Forward to Looking 
Back” and “The Warwick 1998” was blind debossed and em- 
bossed with gold foil. The WARWICK contains 216 pages 
printed on 80# gloss with 24 pages of 4-color. The endsheets were 
antique white with #222 burgundy ink. 

Body copy was printed in 10 point Times New Roman typestyle 
with a 36 point dropline cap. Captions lead-ins and by line were 
written in 8 point bold while captions were italic. Photo credits 
were written in 8 point Times New Roman. 
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The memories from the forties all the way to the present were 
displayed throughout this publication. The staff learned about 
the history of not only the school, but the community as well. The 
Annual staff worked expeditiously to record the accuracy of 
history. It was not always easy to get the information for the 
fiftieth anniversary publication due to the lack of information 
regarding and even more importantly, the lack of pictures.
